Good Roads Meeting. 


A good roods meeting was held at Lang- 


borne on Saturday night, 


Samuel C Eaatburn was elected Chairman, 


In o brief speech he said he thought the 
township should eorry a bonded debt of $50,- 
000 
A committee wos appointed by the 


Middletown Qood Roods Association, who 
hod considered whether the township ooulc 
oorry the debt, and ooncluded that it eould, 
and will bring the matter before the citizens 
of Middletowu at the next election. 


Mr. Stapler spoke of that township bor 


rowing $180,000 in 1892, after much Strug 
gls at tbe polls. At the present time *oO,OCK 
hod bson fold, the debt being reduced yearly 
by a payment of f 10,000, with interest, at a 
4 mill levy of taxes. At the present time 
the; hove 135 miles of good roads. Owinj 
to the good roods, the tax duplicate ho( 
Increased from $13,000 to 121,000, on BO 
count of higher property values.* The bonds 
an paid ot a 6 per cent, rote, but with 
premiums were reduced to 4} per oent.

Henrv Lear,' President of the Doyles- 


town National Bank, returned from long- 
port Saturday evening. While a number 
if interviews have been attributed, to Mr. 
>ar he has had nothing to say concerning 
the bank's affairs beyond the simple 
statement that the Institution being in the 
the bands of the Government he will re- 
gard the Receiver's injunction not to dis- 
cuss the subject. It is the conviction here 
,hat Mr. Lear will retire from the 
Judiciary contest but will make that fact 
inown to the chairman of the Convention 
or Committee on notification instead of 
n the form of a newspaper interview. In 
the meantime Republicans are quietly 
discussing the political situation and ha»a 
concluded that the party must have a can 
didate. It is their conviction that had not 
this bank affair upset matters Mr. Lear 
would have been elected by a large major- 
ity, which many placed at anywhere from 
1500 to 2000 
This, they contend, dis- 


closes the demand for a candidate, and 
the same story is related by Republicans 
from other sections of the county. That 
being the case a large convention may be 
looked for and a candidate will be named. 
At present the attorneys most prominent- 
ly mentioned are Hugh B. Eastburn, 
William 0. Ryan, Mahlon H. Stout and 
Henry O. Harris, any one of whom would 
make a strong candidate.

Mr. Stout U 
Notary Public, and at the request of a 
woman residing hen took her affidavit 
concerning the age of her son, who la not 
quite 13, and therefore not of lawful age 
to enter a factory as an employe. Deputy 
Inspector Bgolf, of Norrlstown, encounter 
ed the paper and had an interview with 
Mr. Stout, who was entirely unconscious 
of any violation of the law and who was 
prompt to say so in vigorous fashion 
Thereupon the Inspector bod him arrested 
and a bearing took place Monday before 
Justice Wall, the defendant being repre- 
sented by Willam 0. Ryan and Harvey a 
Riser and the Commonwealth by Hon 
Ward Bliss of Delaware county. It appear* 
that there are two sorts of blanks used by 
the state In taking affidavits, one a reeen 
form. Mr. Stout had the first form, which 
is a simple affidavit bat containing oer 
tain Instructions to the Notary in printei 
matter on the margin. In taking the 
woman's affidavit there ww no misrepre- 
sentation of facts upon her part or on the 
part of Mr. Stout. He merely took her 
statements concerning the age of the boy, 
which should have been sufficient notice 
to the factory people that he was under 
the required age. The new forms adopted 
by the state provided for not only the 
affidavit of the parent or guardian bat for 
• statement on the part of the Notary 
that the child il of lawful age ana can 
read and write the English language. 
Bnt, es stated, Mr. Stout had not been 
furnished with this blank and employed 
the old one, oooBning his part of the 
transaction to taking the parent's state- 
ment. Hie counsel covteaded that the 
law was unconstitutional In that It filled 
to alto the penalty la the title and that In 
any event there had been no false itate- 
meat, the correct age of the boy hav&sg 
been given, and that the law eouM aot 


disregard of the law or misrepresentation 
of facts on bis part. The Justice reserved 
ill decision until Wednesday. 
Justice Wall dismissed the cue but bad 


not filed his reasons up to Wednesday 
noon. They will appear in the next issue 
of the -Gazette.

Bristol can ill afford the loss of Mr. Gil- 


kosou and the deep interest that has been 
manifested in bis condition sines he was 
stricken by all of the citizens of the bor- 
ough is a token of the respect in which he 
was held by reason of hi* great ability. 
As a lawyer he was the peer of any prac- 
titioner in the Commonwealth, and waa 
the leader of the Bucks County Bar. As 
a leader in politics since bis young man- 
hood days he perforce made enemies, but 
none there are who but held the highest 
regard for his splendid abilities. His bus- 
iness life was closely interwoven with the 
private and public attain of the borough 
and its citizens and his taking away will 
cause a deep gap which can hardly be 
filled. 


Mr. Gilkeeon was an authority upon lo- 


cal history and it 
WUB a chief delight of 


his, in an hour of relaxation-to chat abont 
old Bristol where he used to often say be 
was born and hoped to die. He was a 
member of the Episcopal Church and a 
faithful attendant at the sessions of Bris- 
tol Lodge of Masons since 1865, of which 
body he was Muster in 1871. 
Bis histori- 


cal address delivered at the centennial 
celebration of the Bristol Lodge on March 
29, I860, is preserved by its reprint with 
constitution and by-laws of the organiza- 
tion,being a complete history of the lodge 
since its institution. 


Mr. Gilkeaon's family consists of three 


children, Miss Helen Gilkeaon, Franklin 
Gilkeson and Miss Ethel Gilkuson. He is 
also survived by a sister, M:ss Marie A. 
GHkeson.of Bristol; and a brother in Kan- 
sas. 


B. Frank Cilkeson was born In Bristol, 


on August 2i; 1812. He studied law and 
waa admitted to the Bar in February, 
1864, •practising bisiprofession at Bristol

Previous to 


his admission to the Bar, when his father 
was Prothonotary of the Courts of Bucks 
county, Mr. Gilkeson held the position of 
Deputy Prothonotary, and subsequently 
he served as Deputy Collector of Internal 
Revenue under Wilhum J. Pollock, as 
Second Comptroller of the Treatmry at 
Washington, and 
as Commissioner of 


Banking at Harrisburg. In the county in 
which he was born and lived all his life be 
was was for many years the Republican,, 
leader and a power jo politics. 


In 1888 Mr. Gilkeson canvassed Bucks 


connty for election as delegate to the 
Chicago Convention,and defeated William 
Blackfan, of Solebury, who was an enthu- 
siastic Blame man. 
When he went to 


Chicago he was induced by Senator Quay 
to support John Sherman, and he stood by 
the Ohio statesman until all chance of 
his nomination had disappeared. 


After the inauguration of Harrison in 


1889, Mr. Gilkeson came forward as a 
candidate for a Federal office l>y appoint- 
ment, with Senator Quay as his backer. 
He was first entered for the Deputy Oom- 
missionersbip of Internal Revenue, from 
which he was afterwards withdrawn in 
favor of an Ohio man, only to be thrown 
over for another Ohio man, a particular 
protege of Senator John Sherman, who 
was given the Sohcitorship of Internal 
Revenue, a place which was to go to Mr. 
Gilkeson under an agreement made with 
Quay by Butterworth and others of the 
Ohio delegation. 
Mr. Gilkeson was then 


urged for the vacant Judgeehip in the 
Northern district of Florida, but home-1 ably damaged.

Yacht Sunk and Raoovarod. 


The racing'pleasure steam yacht "John 


E. Thropp," of Trenton, was sunk in col- 
lision on last Thursday night at about 
nine o'clock, in the Delaware* opposite 
the Landreth 
homestead, Bloomsdule. 


After searching for several days the wreck 
was located a half mile down stream, op- 
posite Pine Grove, and on Monday, with 
the aid of a diver and wrecking appa- 
ratus, the craft was raised and beached, 
and on Tuesday patched up and towed to 
TrentonJ 


The'accident 
that happened to the 


Thropp has been the subject of many 
queer and varied newspaper stories. A 
Burlington paper stated that the boat was 
raised last Friday and proceeded to Tren- 
ton that day under its own steam, when in 
fact at that time the sunken boat had not 
even been located. 
The Doylestown par/- 


ers copying from unreliable dispatches to 
Philadelphia papers stated that the hull 
was located after it had drifted ten miles 
underwater! The accounts in the Tren- 
ton papers were equally at variance with 
the facts. 


The Thropp is a well known craft on 


the river and is noted for its great speed, 
it being able to spurt at a faster rate even 
than such big steamers i'e' the Columbia. 
The little craft contains a powerful engine 
and boiler and was built by the Thropp 
Brothers, the engine builders, of Trenton, 
for speed only. 


At about 9 o'clock on Thursday night 


with Sheriff Thomas Thropp, of Trenton, 
at the wheel, and two other companions, 
the swift little craft was plowing its way 
home when opposite the spring on the 
Landreth shore the tug Eva Bell Cain was 
passed at close quarters. The Thropp dart- 
ed under the stern of the tug as it passed 
and was struck by the sharp wedge bow of 
the oil barge of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany which was in tow. The side of the 
yacht was stove in and as the boat careen- 
ed the four persons aboard crawled on to 
the bottom of the boat and were picked up 
by the crew of the tug before the Thropp 
sank. 


On Saturday the river was dragged for 


the wreck but it was not located until 
Sunday when upon information furnished 
by Matthew Jones, of Bristol, the sunken 
pleasure craft was located a half-mile be- \ 
low where the accident happened. A pro- 
fessional diver was secured from Philadel- 
phia who went down and placed chains 
around the submerged boat which were 
attached to stout beams suspended across 
two scows, at low water. 
When the tide 


raised the yacht was lifted free from the 
wreck of an old schooner which has laid 
at that point for about 70 years, and in 
which the Thropp became fastened. 
The 


pleasure boat was raised with little diffi- 
culty and dragged ashore at high water. 
At low water it was patched up sufficient- 
ly to permit being towed to Trenton. 
The side of the boat was badly stove 
in and the engine and boiler consider-

rule principles were permitted to prevail 
in the disposition of that place. 


AH these failures to place Mr. Gilkeson 


irritated Quay, and it became necessary 
that the President should do something 
for Mr. Gilkeson, in order to placate the 
Senator as well aa to remove the bad 
feeling that had arisen between him and 
the Ohio men, in consequence ot what 
Quay alleged was a breach of faith on 
their part. The President and Secretary 
Windom therefore decided to appoint Mr. 
Gilkeson to the important position of Sec- 
ond Comptroller of the Treasury. 
Wnon 


this decision became known, the friends 
of e^-Oongressmui Franklin Bound raised 
a storm, alleging that Senators Quay and 
Cameron had entered into an agreement 
by which Mr. Bound waa to have this par- 
ticular office. 
They were willing that 


Mr. Gilkeson should have ths Oomptrol- 
lership if Mr. Bound were made Commis- 
sioner of Customs. Cameron wan in Eu- 
rope, however, and Quay was pushing S. 
B. Holliday for the Oommissionership of 
Customs, and so persistent was he in his 
demand* that, on May 21, 1889, the Presi- 
dent appointed both Qilkeson and Holli- 
day, and Bound was left out in the cold. 


As Second Comptroller of the Treasury, 


Mr. Gilkesot) had supervision over the 
accounts of seven divisions of the Treas- 
ury Department, including those of army 
paymasters, army pensions, back pay and 
bounty, Indian, miscellaneous, quarter- 
masters, and navy. He made an efficient 
officer and frequently came in collision 
with the heads of executive departments 
because of his strict construction of ap- 
propriation Acts. 
He resigned on the 


inauguration of Cleveland in 1893, but 
did not retire from office until the Demo- 
cratic Administration had been in power 
for about three months. 
In 1891 Mr. 


Gilkeson was a candidate foi the vacancy 
on the bench of the Court of Claims 
caused by the retirement of Judge Scho- 
field,of .Pennsylvania, and bad the earnest 
support of Senator Quay, bnt the place 
WHS gives to an Indiana mun. 


In August, 1893, Mr". Gllkeaon was 


made Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, in succession to 
General 


Frank Reader. He was continued in that 
place for three campaigns, and by his 
shrewd management of the Gubernatorial 
campaign of 1891 contributed much to- 
wards rolling un General Hastings' over- 
whelming majority at the polls. 


In February, 1895, the -Legislature 


paiwd an Act reorganizing the Banking 
Department of the State, it being the 
general understanding that Mr. Giikeson 
was to be placed at the head of the re- 
modelled office as Commissioner, the Act 
having the effect of legislating Charles H. 
Krumuhaar, the Democratic Superinten- 
dent of Banking, out ot office abont nine 
month* befort) the expiration of hi! term. 
Mr. Qilkeson waa appointed Commls- 
(ionor of Banking by Governor Hasting! 
on February 12, 1895, and discharged the 
duties of that effice creditably until 'he 
was snporoeded, four years later, by the 
late Thomas J. Powers, of Philadelphia, 
the appointee of Governor Stone. 


Since bii retirement from public official 


life Mr. Gtlkegon has dovoted most of hi! 
time to hi* firm's large and constantly in- 
creasing law practice, but still maintain- 
ing hi* leadenbip in the Republican 
party of the county. He wai officially 
identified with a number of the looal 
building associations, was borough coun- 
•el, and president of the BrUtol Improve- 
ment Company.

In view of the Interest manifested In i 


several townships In Bocks county by the 
tai payers to avail themselves of the pro- 
visions of the new State road law, the fol- I 
lowing letter written by Senator Roberts, 
of Montgomery, to the Sklopack Tran- 
script, will prove of Instructive Interest' 
as the plan of procedure Is net forth, 
! 


Senator Hubert's letter ti a« follows: 
; 


Ai I was mnch Interested In the passage 


of that law and am therefore anxious to 
scu our county obtain It* boootits, and ni 
the Governor has just appointed as High- 
way Commissioner, Mr. Banter, of our 
own cuunty, who is in every way thor- 
oughly qualified to fill this Important 
position, I take the liberty of stating to 
yon in a concise 
form the simplest 


method of procedure under the law, so 
that without being confused, the super- 
visors and citizens may understand how to 
not In the1 matter, for by Mr. Hunter's 
appointment the new law is now in active 
operation and there Is no reason why 
township authorities who so desire should 
not begin operations at once. 


1. The supervisors of eneh township 


should meet and decide upon the Improve- 
ments ol a porll jn of some important road 
In their township. 


2. Having ascertained the road and dis- 


tance of road to'be improved, they should, 
U possible, have a rough map or njofile 
mado of the road, designating any change 
of gn>8« they may desire. 


3. They should pan a resolution'agree- 


ing to pay one-sixth of the colt of inch 
improvement and sign a petition request- 
ing the Oouoty Commissioners to act In 
accordance with the act of Assembly and 
Improve said rood. 


4. They should forward their resolu- 


tion?, petition and map to County Com- 
minsioners of their county witn a request 
th»t they take prompt action in the 
matter. 


6 In order to obtain the maintenance 


fond to- stone roads. ai sot forth In the 
act, 
they should forward to the State 


Highwfy Commissioner the number of 
miles of improved stone roads contained 
in their township, together with the coit 
thereof and the cost of maintaining the 
same duly sworn to, with the request that 
he for ward to them their portion of the 
muint-mance f nnd. 


If them instructions urn followed there 


should be no difficulty in obtaining the 
benefit! of the law. Of courts, it In 
Decenary for the supervisors to nrge the 
Commissioners to take 
action in the 


matter, for tho State Highway Commis- 
sioner can do absolutely nothing until 
both the supervisors and county commis- 
sioners act. It would be also wise to sug- 
gest to the County Commissioners the 
best kind of material for road building 
which may be bad in their locality. In my 
opinion, with stone costing, delivered up- 
oc the road to be improved, not over 
$1.25 
per ton crushed, tho cost of con- 


struction per mile, eioluslve of grading, 
should never eicoed $5,000. 
You will 


therefore see that the cost to a township 
per mile of road should in no case exceed 
$883 and If the road is a main road be- 
tweentju) townships, the cost could be 


•4aaS5\between tbua. 


I would never suggest, without a town- 


, ship is very wealthy, the construction of 


more than one mile of road a year; but, 
of course, this Is a matter entirely within 
the discretion of the township authorities. 


This law hat been a great mot-ess in 


New Jersey, where under its operation! 
farm 
landi have largely increased in 


value, and I earnestly trust that our own 
county may be much Improved under its 
operations. 
Of course the work can only 


be done gradually and by dearees, and it 
may be several years before we will notice 
any material effect, but what work is un- 
dertaken should be done in the best man- 
ner and according to the most improved 
methods. 


Although much criticism has been made 


about the small size of the appropriation, 
it Is worthy of notice that our appropria- 
tion is four times as large as the original 
appropriation made by the State of New 
Jersey and that two years from now anr 
State will be spending on its roads more 
money than is spent in any other Stao< in 
the Colon. If there is any other Infor- 
mation I can give or if any of our citizens 
desire copies of the law, I will bn only too 
glad to aid them In any way I can in this 
matter.
